The peculiar distinction of . the 
Athenaeum among the clubs of 
London, indeed of the world, 
hardly to be .questioned. 
ing on the “sweet, shady side of 
Pall Mall,” it is peculiarly associat- 
ed with the conception of eminen- 
ce, and has been likened to a stage 
‘across which passes ‘every distin- 
guished figure in. the higher walks 
of art, natural. science, literature, 
the church and the stage. It is the 
common meeting ground of the 
great, : 

The Athenaeum has always been 
noted for its silence and the solem- 
nity of its deportment, but with 
the passing of the years its con- 
versational atmosphere has both 
lightened and brightened. .Some of 
the older members of -the club still 
bemoan the fact that, after a hard 
struggle, the: regulation as to the 
admission of visitors has been re- 
‘laxed. -For years the club prided 
itself upon the way that even the 
most distinguished | nonmembers 
were kept from its sacred precincts.

When’ Mr, Ramsay MacDonald was 
Prime Minister and a member of
